Next Tuesday—May 28--is an

It is on 
‘that day that freeholders go to the 
polls to cast ballots for or against 
the, bond issüe that is planned to 
give this area a modern and up-to- 
date hospital. Only freeholders can 
Participate in the election, 
_, Unless 475 freeholders go to the 
polls in the special Northwest Hos- 
pital District election May 28, it 
won't be worthwhile counting the 
votes. 

It takes that many — 50 ре 
cent plus one of the 947 registered 
freeholders — to make the vote 
binding. 

But а simple majority of those 
voting can decide the issue if the 
turnout exceeds the minimum 
number, 

` Which meansthat as few as 238 
persons could put the $800,000 
bond issue for а new Everglades | 
Memorial Hospital over the top. 

If the bond issue is “approved, 
hospital officials hope to receive 
а $400,000 federal grant. "They: 
estimate cost of "te^ comp) 
structure at $1 milion and puse 
pledged to issue only (е „bonds 
necessary to do the job. 

The proposéd. building ‘would 
contain 50 beds and core facilities 
for expansion to 100 beds. The 
existing building, a 45-bed struc- 
ture, would be used for adminis- 
trative and other nonpatient uses. 

The majority of district voters 
will cast their ballots in Раһокее в 
Precinct 51 where 704 of them are 
registered.
